Unless 
pouch service as presently constituted is vastly improved I have no 
doubt that tills problem will be with ue for a long time to com &, and 
I therefore strongly endorse the views expressed by Mr. Mb sell in 
paragraph 2 of his jneniorancluia. 

2. At the same time I can see no objection to establishing 
the position of Cable Control Officer as proposed on a temporary 
basis, provided that it is clearly understood that this officer will 
have authority to act only in an advisory capacity alter the actual 
release of cable traffic and will have no eowmand or review authority 
prior to the release of cable traffic. I believe that if there have 
hoc been measurable results at the end of a six months s trial period 
the position should be dropped.
